Feminist leaders reported strong sup­ 
port today for a nationwide feminist 
strike, but employers around the country 
reported no significant absenteeism 
among their women employes. 
First lady Betty Ford and Connecticut 
Gov. Ella Grasso were among the 
women who did not honor the strike. Spot 
checks of federal agencies and major 
employers in big cities across the nation 
also indicated little support for the 
strike. 
The one-day strike, known as “ Alice 
Doesn’t," was called by the National 
Organization for Women in hopes that 
the nation’s commerce would come to a 
halt without the services of thousands of 
striking homemakers, businesswomen 
and even prostitutes. 
Women were asked to cancel all nor­ 
mal activities — work, shopping, bank­ 
ing. cooking, child care and even sex — 
to show the system how much it needs 
and depends on women 
Although very 
few of America’s 
women went on strike, thousands of 
them were expected to show their sup­ 
port by attending lunchtime rallies in a 
number of cities including Washington. 
San Francisco and Atlanta. 
Glenn Ellefson, a spokeswoman in 
NOW’s national office in Washington, 
said she was receiving reports of “ quite 
good support" for the strike. And in 
Louisville, Ky., NOW officials even 
refused to answer their telephone 
“ This is a national strike day for 
women," said a recorded telephone mes­ 
sage at the Louisville NOW office. “ In 
honor of this day, this telephone is out of 
service until midnight tonight Thank 
you and don’t go to work." 
Fear of being fired apparently caused 
many women to reject the strike

Fierce fight in Beirut 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PI) - Warring 
Christian and Moslem militiamen fought 
with mortars, rockets and automatic 
weapons throughout Beirut today and 
Lebanese security forces penetrated bat­ 
tle zones in armored cars to evacuate 
Americans and other foreigners trapped 
by the fierce fighting. 
The rescue mission was carried out at 
the request of the United States. 
An American embassy spokesman said 
“ we re in the process of trying to get 
everybody out." 


The evacuation of American nationals 
from the strife-torn Lebanese capital 
was accelerated with the departure of 
160 nonessential staffers and their depen­ 
dents and a group of 50 teachers from the 
American Community School 


Beirut airport was crowded with 
foreigners leaving at the rate of about 
400 per day. France today joined other 
nations in advising citizens to get out un­ 
less there were compelling reasons to re- 


main 
An estimated 75 persons were killed 
and more than 150 wounded in the past 24 
hours, raising the casualty toll from 
seven weeks of civil war between right- 
wing Christian and left-wing Moslem 
militias to about 950 dead and 2.300 
wounded 


A convoy of internal security forces in 
armored cars and personnel carriers 
stormed through Moslem lines around 
the embattled Kantari district of uptown 
Beirut and evacuated several hundred 
persons, including 200 Lebanese and 
foreign nationals, from the embattled 
and burning Holiday Inn 


The guests and hotel staff, including 
American. French. British and Swiss 
nationals, got out just as a fire touched 
off by another mortar shell, the second 
to hit the building in two days, swept 
through part of the hotel 


Beirut Radio said the 150 hotel 
employes and 50 guests had been 


evacuated and “ are now safe and un­ 
harmed " 
A number of guests were still trapped 
however in other nearby hotels, in­ 
cluding the St George and Phonecia 
where fierce fighting with rockets, mor­ 
tars and machineguns raged on into its 
fifth day 
Most hospitals were trapped under fire 
and were running out of food, medicines 
and blood for the wounded who lay 
crowded in rows along the corridors 
The Health Ministry said it could not 
respond to appeals from hospitals for 
blood because gunmen were firing on 
ambulances and mobile blood banks 
“ If this continues." said one doctor at 
a downtown hospital, “ the wounded who 
might otherwise be saved will be dying in 
our wards like flies ”

MADRID, Spain (U PI) - Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco. 82, dangerously 
ill after a series of major heart attacks, 
persistent stomach bleeding, intestinal 
paralysis 
and 
other 
complications, 
hovered weakly between life and death 
today. 
One medical expert said, “ The outlook 
is very grave and the chance of recovery 
minimal." The Madrid newspaper Nuevo 
Diario headlined “ Franco is Dying 
The medical team attending Franco, 
now increased to 17 members, reported a 
slight improvement this morning after 
another dangerous relapse 12 hours 
earlier 
“ His condition is still grave, 
a 
bulletin said. 
Other bulletins issued at intervals of 
two or three hours during the day 
reported no appreciable change 
Medical experts said surgery was the 
only hope of relieving the intestinal trou­ 
bles first reported today. 
These apparently were caused by the 
phlebitis which nearly killed Franco last 
year and for which he has received treat­ 
ment ever since 
But medical experts ruled out surgery

on default 
WASHINGTON (UPI* 
President 
Ford today proposed that a court assume 
control of New York City’s finances if 
the city defaults on its debts, but he 
pledged to provide federal help to pay 
police and firemen 
In a speech on the expected insolvency 
of the nation's largest city, Ford said he 
would veto any bill that reaches him 
“ that has as its purpose a federal bailout 
of New York City to prevent default " 
Ford pledged federal aid to provide es­ 
sential servh'es to the 8 million residents 
of the city if it defaults on some of its 
$12 3 billion in debts 
Under Ford's plan, bankruptcy legisla­ 
tion would be approved permitting a 
federal district judge in New York City 
to assume day Unlay control of the city's 
finances The court could authorize the 
issuance of a new form of note for 
borrowing to meet the city’s immediate 
financial needs while it reorganizes its 
debt 
But holders of the city’s bonds would 
have to wait for repayment They took 
their chances like any other investors, 
Ford said, and they will have to suffer 
the consequences of making a bad invest­ 
ment 
Ford spelled out his plan in a long 
speech before the National Press Club 
As he left the auditorium, shaking hands 
with well wishers, one told him his plan 
was a good solution to New York s 
problems 
“ I hope it is and I believe it is 
Ford 
replied 
Republican 
congressional leaders 
generally supported Ford's plan Sen 
Roman Hruska. R-Neb said. “ Mr Ford 
is to be commended for facing reality 
The people of the United States are not 
about to pay for the irresponsibility of 
New York s leaders - both government 
and union — which has led to the current 
problems " 
But Sen William Proxmire. D-Wis . 
chairman of the committee which plans 
to vote on a proposed $4 billion bailout 
for New York Thursday, said Ford “ has 
chosen a course that would shove New 
York into a tin cup status and onto the 
federal government's back for years 
Ford expressed confidence New York 
City’s default 
which could come as 
earlv as Nov 17 
would not cause a 
financial panic “ We have heard enough 
scare talk ’ Ford said the financial 
markets had already anticipated and dis­ 
counted the possibility of the city’s 
default 
Ford said the legislation he was 
proposing would give the U S District 
Court in New York “ authority to preside 
over an orderly reorganization of New 
York City’s financial affairs 
should 
that become necessary 
But in order to file a bankruptcy peti­ 
tion with the courts, the city would also 
have to present “ a good faith plan for 
repaying its debt and “ a program for 
placing the fiscal affairs of the city on a 
sound basis 
Then. Ford said the court would be 
empowered 
to authorize 
debt 
cer­ 
tificates 
a type of bond 
covering 
new loans bv the city Future revenues 
would be bound to pav off these new 
debts 
New York owes $12 3 billion Since 
March it has not been able sell bonds to 
raise money to pav debts as they become 
due 
Without a federally guaranteed 
loan it is expected to go into default on 
its debts when the new round of bonds 
become due 
Some Democrats in Congress are 
pushing legislation to provide $4 billion 
in guaranteed loans

Steps were taken last night to do 
something about those unsightly vacant 
lots in the central area of town 
The Lompoc Planning Commission set 
a Nov. 10 public hearing for a proposed 
zoning ordinance amendment to reduce 
the width of building parcels from 65 feet 
to 50 feet “ in the area of the original sub­ 
division of the City." 
The area is generally A and O Streets, 
College and Willow Avenues, A and Third 
Streets and Pine and College Avenues 
and two miscellaneous blocks. 
What the proposed ordinance is ex­ 
pected to do is encourage the develop­ 
ment of small vacant lots in the central 
area “ to avoid spreading of the City un­ 
necessarily." 
According to a letter to the commis­ 
sion from the city’s community develop­ 
ment 
department, 
“ These 
slightly 
narrower 
parcels 
will 
encourage 
development of inexpensive downtown 
housing which should be encouraged .. 
Older persons and those on lower in­ 
comes can only afford to purchase and 
maintain the small type parcels which 
are closer into community facilities such 
as central shopping areas. The City 
should accommodate these type of per­ 
sons.” 
There are about 20 vacant parcels un­ 
der 65 feet in width in the affected area 
as well as numerous developed lots that 
could be divided into 50 feet parcels and 
further 
developed. 
Mike 
Kaufman, 
secretary to the commission, said this 
morning. 
He noted that many lots are already 
developed on the 50 feet basis but were 
done so before an ordinance changed the 
requirement to 65 feet some time ago. 
In other business, the commission: 
— Voted to forward the proposed 
public safety element of the city’s 
general plan to the City Council with 
their recommendation it be approved. A 
change that was made at the suggestion 
of the commission was to recommend 
the reconstruction of the present fire sta­ 
tion and to study the need of building a 
second city fire station instead of 
building a second station. 
— Approved a request by Richard Lee 
Armero for permission to establish an 
electrical service business office and 
business telephone in his home at 1408 E. 
North Ave

grant hearing

Lompoc’s Department of Fiscal Ser­ 
vices tonight will hold a second and final 
public hearing aimed at gathering 
suggestions for the city’s spending of 
$242,000 in Community Development 
Block Grant money. 
The hearing is scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 
in Lompoc Library. As an added feature 
tonight, Mike Kaufman, Lompoc’s urban 
planner, will give a slide presentation 
built around some of the suggestions 
made by private citizens at the first 
public hearing. 
Public input gathered tonight will be 
added to testimony taken at the first 
public hearing on Oct. 14, and submitted 
to the City Council on Nov. 4. 
The city will receive $242,000 for 1976 
as part of a total of $1.8 million from the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development between 1976 and 1980 to 
improve the quality of life in the city. 
Emphasis is on projects for low and 
moderate income people. 
The city council has the final say on 
spending the block grant monies which 
can pay for such things as land acquisi­ 
tion, 
neighborhood 
facilities, 
senior 
centers. 
streets. 
street 
lights 
playgrounds, 
loans 
to 
rehabilitate 
private housing It cannot be used to 
build city halls, schools, sports arenas, 
or 
for 
a 
city’s 
operating 
and 
maintenance expenses. 
At the hearing on Oct. 14. there were 
appeals for a senior center, a youth 
recreation facility, for low income hous­ 
ing, for sidewalks and for paving the 
city’s half streets

from the scores of inquiries 
from persons interested in run­ 
ning for the positions con­ 
tacting the County Klection Of­ 
fice in Santa Barbara 
"Wide open races are cer­ 
tainly seen at this point, if only 
a majority of those calling us 
are in earnest,” said one elec­ 
tion official, who added the in­ 
quiries for the most part - in­ 
cluding at least one woman - 
are keeping their names secret. 
Herman 
Farnum, 
Goleta 
Valley rancher-realtor, started 
of the parade almost a month 
and a half ago by throwing his 
hat in the ring for Third District 
supervisor. 
But some who have an­ 
nounced 
including 
Sidney 
Smith, aspirant in the First 
District race, may have to 
change thier minds later if the 
county supervisors carry out a 
redistricting before the June 
election 
Presently

proposed maps on redistricting 
would mean Smith would wind

David M. Yager, a Montecito 
attorney have already said they 
will be First District super­ 
visorial condidates, along with 
Santa Barbara Councilman Leo

Conversely, in the Fourth

officials say. 
"No calls have come into our 
office about the Fourth District

Sheriff tells 
new bike laws 


Sheriff John W Carpenter an­ 
nounced today that effective 
January 1. bicycle lighting and 
reflector regulation laws will 
be changed 


Every bicycle operated on the 
highway at night after January 
1 will be required to have a 
white 
light which will 
il­ 
luminate the road, and be visi­ 
ble from 300 feet in front and 
from the sides of the bicycle. 


The red reflector must be visi­ 
ble from a distance of 500 feet 
to the rear. In addition, the 
bicycle must be equipped with a 
white or yellow reflector on the 
pedals, and reflectors forward 
and rear of the center of the 
bicycle. All bicycles must be 
equipped with effective brakes 
when operated on the highway. 


The sheriff concluded by 
stating that these laws were 
enacted to promote bicycle 
safety, and to attempt to reduce 
the tragic nighttime accidents 
that have occurred in the past.

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Pressure builds to pay 
sheriff officers overtime

The pressures being put on 
the Board of Supervisors to 
eliminate the restrictions on 
overtime pay in the Sheriff’s 
Department are increasing. 
Warning the county super­ 
visors the other day that ser­ 
ious crimes involving violence 
against persons ha^e shown a 
"tremendous 
increase” 
this 
year with homicides at a high 
level, 
Sheriff 
John 
W 
Carpenter pulled out all the 
stops in a recent sheriff’s ac­ 
tivity report sent to the board 
And then came the Superior 
Court ruling calling on the 
county to reach into its coffers 
and pay sheriff’s deputies for 
overtime 
for 
some 
seven 
months in the 1974-75 fiscal 
year. 
The retired judge on special 
assignment. Mark C. Brandler, 
must have read or heard about 
the sheriff’s report to the super­ 
visors. He had the opinion the 
overtime ban could seriously 
affect law enforcement opera­ 
tions in the county — an opinion 
certainly shared by Sheriff 
Carpenter. 
The sheriff had this to sav 
about the overtime pay ban 
which still keeps his men on a 
40-hour work week: 
“ The restrictions on over­ 
time are seriously hampering 
the ability of the department to 
respond in emergencies. An ex­ 
ample of this was the suspen­ 
sion of the investigation into the 
Dyanne Quaglino murder (a 
female jogger run over during 


an early morning workout in 
Goleta Valley). 
This 
suspension, 
said 
Carpenter, came "at a critical 
time” and resulted from "lack 
of funds for overtime.” 
He added 
"Other, 
more 
hazardous 
situations 
will 
undoubtedly 
arise because of the lack of of­ 
ficers on duty and available to 
respond. The Patrol Division 
frequently has only four cars 
available to cover the entire 
South Coast during the latter 
portions of a work week, 
because 
its 
officers 
have 
already worked 40 hours, and 
there is no money for over­ 
time.” 
In other portions of the report 
which 
dealt 
with 
crime 
statistics for the first half of 
1975 and went into homicide 
cases after that, the sheriff 
stated: 
—Homicide cases were up 
three fold over last year during 
the first six months of 1975, 
with other murder cases spring­ 
ing up subsequently. There was 
a murder-for-hire case in Santa 
Maria and a murder-for-hire 
plot uncovered in Carpinteria. 
At one point there were in­ 
vestigations going on as best 
they could be pursued with 
limited manpower on five un­ 
solved homicide cases. 
-The four major crimes 
against 
persons, 
homicide, 
rape, robbery and aggravated 
assault, were up a combined 58 
per cent the first half of 1975 
compared with 1974. an in­ 
crease alarmingly high in view 
of the statewide boost of 9.7 per 


cent 
—In view of current budget 
constraints, 
and 
increased 
workload for all divisions of the 
sheriff’s office, it can be an­ 
ticipated the crime picture in 
the county will continue to 
worsen 
-High 
concentration 
of 
crime in the Isla Vista and 
Ellwood areas of the South 
Coast is causing consideration 
being given to increasing en­ 
forcement efforts in these loca­ 
tions Isla Vista had the highest 
number of crimes of all beats in 
the South Coast, except for 
crimes against persons. 
—The number of arrests by 
sheriff’s officers is rising coin­ 
cidental with the effort of the 
department to deal with in­ 
creases in crimes. 
—Terms of punishment for 
offenders must be raised to 
balance the potential rewards 
of crime, as sheriff’s officers 
are 
"arresting 
the 
same 
persons again and again for 
repeated violations of the law ” 
—The department’s Special 
Investigations Unit is looking 
into Santa Barbara connections 
to the Symbionese Liberation 
Army and to terrorist bombings 
through out the state, and is 
continuing its program of seiz­ 
ing illegal firearms. 
—The Narcotics Task Force 
is discovering new evidence of 
the Channel Islands being used 
for smuggling of narcotics by 
both plane and boat from Mex­ 
ico and has evidence as well 
that Kern County is becoming a 
new source for hard drug users 
in this county.

Judge upholds commission rule 


The finding of the County 
Civil Service Commission that 
it had no jurisdiction to hear the 
complaint of Mrs. 
Barbara 
Wagner, former sheriff’s cor­ 
rections officer, that she in­ 
voluntarily resigned due to 
harassment, has been upheld by 
Superior 
Judge 
John 
A. 
Westwick. 
Judge Westwick also denied a 
petition for a peremptory writ 
of mandamus filed by Mrs. 
Wagner’s 
counsel, 
Warren 
Adler, while discharging an 
alternative writ issued in the 
action. 
The court in filing findings of 
fact and conclusions of law 
found that jurisdiction of the 
Civil Service Commission was 
lacking — as claimed by the 
county 
counsel’s 
office 
— 
because 
Mrs. 
Wagner had 
failed to file a complaint within 
the 100-day time limitation es­ 
tablished by county civil ser­ 
vice rules. 
The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion found last Mav 19 that Mrs. 


Wagner was not entitled to a 
formal hearing as requested in 
her efforts to be reinstated with 
back pay. This opinion came 
from 
Bruce Dodds, deputy 
county counsel. 
She had claimed her troubles 
within the Sheriff’s Department 
arose after she witnessed an 
alleged beating of a Chicano 
prisoner by several sheriff’s of­ 
ficers. and sought to have ac­ 
tion taken against the officers 
involved 


Sheriff’s Inspector Fritz Pat­ 
terson informed the commis­ 
sion at a preliminary hearing 
that Mrs. Wagner had unduly 
interfered in the case, and 
maintained a proper in-house 
investigation was made of the 
incident. Mrs. Wagner incurred 
the wrath of the department, it 
appeared, also by taking the 
matter to the district attorney’s 
office. 


The court findings showed 
that Mrs. Wagner submitted a 
resignation Aug. 15. 1974. which 


was to be effective Aug 30 But 
prior to Aug 30. but after the 
resignation, 
she 
sought to 
withdraw the resignation. 


The withdrawal request was 
not accepted and Mrs. Wagner 
was no longer a county employe 
after Aug 30. Mrs Wagner on 
Sept 11 filed a contention alleg­ 
ing the resignation was not 
voluntary.

‘‘The saying that ‘you see red' 
has some scientific meaning.” 
said Cobum. ‘‘The retina does 
turn different colors.” 
For instance, if Karen was 
told to ‘‘think the meanest 
thought you can,” her retina 
could turn red. Coburn said. 
‘‘And we know Karen can 
hear because she reacts to clap­ 
ping sounds. What we don’t 
know is how much she under­ 
stands.” Coburn said. “ The 
process, however, is extremely 
complicated and in an ex­ 
perimental stage.” 
The Quinlan family has asked 
the court to allow them to take 
their 
21-year-old 
adopted 
daughter, who is in a ‘‘chronic 
vegetative 
state,” 
off 
the 
respirator that has kept her 
barely alive for the last six 
months so she can die ‘‘with 
grace and dignity.” 
During the five-day trial in

TOKYO (UPI) - Chinese 
Communist 
Party Chairman 
Mao Tse-Tung has promised to 
meet with President Ford in 
Peking and has printed the 
word “ yes” in English to back 
up his pledge. 
Disclosure of the written 
promise was made Tuesday by 
Japanese Foreign Minister Kii- 
chi Miyazawa, who spent 90 
minutes with Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger Oct. 23, when 
Kissinger landed in Tokyo after 
a five-day visit to China. 
The foreign minister told a 
news conference that during 
their meeting. Kissinger sud­ 
denly pulled his wallet from his 
pocket and said. “ I want to 
show you something intere­ 
sting.” 
Kissinger took a small paper 
out of the wallet and showed it 
to Miyazawa. It was the word 
“ yes” 
printed 
in 
“ rather 
shaky” 
lines, 
the 
foreign 
minister said. 
“This is Chairman Mao’s 
signature,” Kissinger quipped. 
Kissinger explained that he 
asked for a promise in writing 
that Mao would meet with 
President Ford during Ford’s 
visit to China in December In 
answer, Mao took a pencil and 
wrote his “ yes” on a piece of 
paper, Miyazawa said.

Morton Paster says he and 
10.000 other doctors have had 
enough with skyrocketing mal­ 
practice insurance rates 
Dr Paster filed a $120 million 
class action damage suit Tues­ 
day against two major insurance 
companies and the California 
Medical Association, claiming 
they

reasonably restrain the trade" 
of physicians 
The doctor, who maintains of­ 
fices here and in Ventura 
County to the north, cited the 
Hartford Insurance Co.. a sub­ 
sidiary 
of 
International 
Telephone and Telegraph, and 
the Phoenix Insurance Co., a 
subsidiary of Traveler's Corp.. 
in the action filed on behalf of 
10.000 doctors 
The action claims that Hart­ 
ford and various medical as­ 
sociations entered into a secret 
agreement in 1970 with the 
following conditions: 
Hartford would not sell 
professional liability insurance 
to doctors who refused to pay 
money 
to 
the 
American 
Medical Association or one of 
the state or county associa­ 
tions, and would cancel the in­ 
surance of doctors who stopped 
paying 


— Hartford and the Los 
Angeles County Medical As­ 
sociation would fix an average 
insurance premium rate for 
local physicians, and Hartford 
would pay the association a 
"secret rebate and bribe" of 
one per cent of each premium 
— If a physician disagreed 
with Hartford whether to con- 
test or settle a malpractice suit 
out of court, the county associa­ 
tion would make the decision. 
— County associations would 
join in refusing to approve any 
company besides Hartford of­ 
fering to insure local physi­

California farmers may

(U PI) - A 
large rice deal engineered by

Broker Gene Boullion said 
Tuesday Passman had urged 
the Argiculture Department to 
approve a proposed sale of 
United States rice to Ban­ 
gladesh, and to assign it to Con­ 
nell Industries, which has ex­ 
tensive holdings in California 
rice. 
Boullion said the purchase of 
California rice would be a blow 
to the Louisiana rice industry,

Calif 
courtroom for a hearing on 
whether the President should 
give a videotaped deposition in

Her plea also came just

Speer 
said in a television interview 
"But they should understand, 
too. that 1 was the only one that 
said to the judges at the Nurem- 
burg Trial that 1 not only take 
responsibility for my actions, 
but I also feel a responsibility 
for everything that happened in 
Hitler's government " 
Speer, 70. is the only ranking 
member of the Third Reich who 
has talked and written candidly 
about the Nazi regime in recent 
years and who made an outright 
confession 
He lives in seclusion at his 
mansion home in Heidelberg. 
Germany, and was interviewed 
there by Phil Donahue of WGN- 
Television of Chicago 
In the interview, Speer denied 
that either his first book, "In ­ 
side the Third Reich.” or his 
soon-to-be released memoirs, 
"Spandau Diaries." scrawled 
out in prison on thousands of 
pieces of scratch paper and 
toilet paper, were written for 
his own ends 
"If I would have done things 
opportunistically. I would have 
left many things out of my first 
book." he said 
He said Hitler’s charisma 
lured him to join the Nazi cause 
and help Germany amass one of 
the largest war arsenals in the 
world although he never had "a 
conviction" on the matter 
"This in my opinion gives me 
much more guilt than anyone 
else." he said

Muncie's buried 
in un-publicity 
— but pros know 


By MILTON RICHMAN 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UFI) — Chuck Muncie didn't get an 
avalanche of All-America votes in preseason nominations, 
but National Football League scouts predict the University 
of California running back will be among the first players 
chosen in next January’s draft. 
In fact if Muncie is picked No. 1, California will have the 
distinction of providing the NFL with the top player in suc­ 
cessive years since Steve Bartkowski was chosen first in 
1975 That has occurred only once since the draft was in­ 
stituted in 1936 - Southern California’s Ron Yary was No. 1 
in 1968 and 0 J. Simpson followed the next year. 
“ Muncie is the best big back in the country,” a scout for 
the Oakland Raiders said recently. Another, with the Dallas 
Cowboys, added. “He could be the first back in the country to 
be drafted.” 
An abundance of outstanding backs this year apparently 
tended to make voters overlook the 6-3, 223-pound Muncie — 
even though he has bettered every Cal record set by past All- 
Americas Jackie Jensen and Johnny Olszewski. 
After all. Heisman Trophy winner Archie Griffin of Ohio 
State was back for his senior year as was Oklahoma's Joe 
Washington. Add to the list juniors Tony Dorsett of Pitts­ 
burgh and USC’s Ricky Bell. 
It should also be noted that while the four play for teams 
ranked among the top 20, Muncie toiled the past three 
seasons with a team on NCAA probation and one not known 
for a winning reputation. 


Muncie was buried in an avalanche of negative news con­ 
cerning California when he enrolled. The university, on 
probation, was prohibited from making television ap­ 
pearances and from appearing in bowl games — thus putting 
a crimp on national exposure. 
But Muncie — coach Mike White describes him as one of 
the most level-headed athletes he’s been associated w ith- 
said the probation was not a factor when he chose the 
Berkeley campus. 
“I knew when I enrolled that California had been put on 
probation by the NCAA,” Muncie said recently before prac­ 
tice "I knew I had to wait until I was a senior before I got a 
chance at the Rose Bowl. 


"But the probation thing didn’t bother me. To me, it gave 
the Rose Bowl more meaning The idea of making it the first 
year off probation intrigued me Hopefully, our goal will be 
achieved this year.” 


White spares no adjectives when it comes to talking about 
his star athlete, probably the only player in the country who 
prefers regular horn-rimmed glasses while on the field. 


“I admit I haven’t seen them all, but certainly Chuck is the 
finest all-around back I’ve been associated with.” White, 
emphasizing “all-around,” said, "He not only has the 
physical ability, but he also has great football instinct He 
has strong legs to run inside and great speed to go outside 


He can catch and throw an adequate pass, too.” 
White picked up a statistic sheet. 


‘ Look here," White started out. "In this game he gained 98 
of his 207 yards after being hit by at least one tackier This is 
an incredible statistic. It shows violent running 


“And that's where Chuck is getting better each week He's 
learning to keep lowering that shoulder down and attack 
tacklers - hitting them instead of them hitting him When he 
puts it all together, he’s going to be difficult to stop.” 


Muncie was a highly sought athlete in Uniontown. Pa., but, 
unfortunately, he had three older brothers who starred in 
college and went on to play professionally — Bill in Canada, 
George with Minnesota and Nelson, who is currently with the 
Baltimore Colts 
So instead of enrolling at a university near home where 
comparisons invariably would be made. Muncie moved West 
— first to Arizona Western Junior College for a year. 
“ I was heavily recruited by several Big Ten Schools,” 
Muncie admitted. “ But I wanted to be myself. I didn’t like 
the idea of being referred to as Bill’s kid brother, or 
George’s kid brother or Nelson’s kid brother. I wanted to be 
known for what I could do myself. 


“That’s why I decided to get away from the Midwest (two 
brothers attended Big Ten universities) and move West.”

We never really outgrow the Huck Finn urge. 
But too few of us ever give in to the call of the 
river. For vacation we take the kids to Magic 
Mountain, paint the garage, visit our cousin in 
Downey, and head back to work. 
Two adventuresome Lompocans, Nelson 
: “Wimpy” Williams and Glenn "Doc” Collar, 
decided to take a river trip. Their raft was an 
18-foot V-hull boat with a 110-horsepower 
Merc. 
Doc’s wife gave the craft its name: “The 
Damn Boat.” 
Early in September. Doc and Wimpy loaded 
“The Damn Boat” with gas, a seven-horse 
auxiliary motor, a hihachi, groceries, and 
beer. 
“Then we headed down the old river,” said 
Wimpy in his informal trip log. The river was 
the San Joaquin, and they planned to travel to 
the delta, then up the Sacramento River to 
Redding. 
Here are some random entries from Wim- 
PV s log: 


•We planned on going down the deep water 
channel, but we missed it somewhere. We were 
enjoying the scenery so much. I guess we mis­ 
sed a landmark. We knew we were headed in 
the right direction, so didn’t worry. 


•We spent Saturday night tied up to the levee 
covered with bamboo, which was east of 
Stockton. Could see the lights of Stockton and 
a million stars overhead. What a beautiful 
night ...Before turning in I baited up a 40-pound 
test line on a strong ocean pole. Used the 
insides of chicken for bait. About 2 a.m. was 
awakened by the scream of the reel and the 
banging of the pole. I played him for about 10 
minutes (or rather he played m e )... then I lost 
him. It could have been the sturgeon they tell 
about up here. They say he grabs your bait, 
then goes to the bottom of Potatoe Slough, 
swims into the back seat of an old Chevy and 
rolls up the windows. 
•The sloughs all look alike. We couldn’t see 


much from the boat. Just levees, blackberry 
vines, bamboo and willows ... We had all the 
charts and Doc is a good navigator, but we 
never knew exactly what lay ahead 
He keeps 
making charts of where we’ve been, but never 
says where we’re going 
•This morning I found an extra sock on 
board. It took us thirty minutes to figure it out, 
He had both shoes on and only one sock (one 
sock Doc). 
•A beaver is swimming around the back of 
the boat ... Lots of shad (I think) are really 
popping up on the river. 
(Then came mechanical troubles, which sent 
our fearless duo putting up and down the river 
with 
the 7-horse 
motor, 
looking 
for a 
mechanic. After a couple days and several 
faulty leads, they found a mechanic and got the 
big motor fixed ) 
•By this time we are feeling great. My 
Norwegian blood is flowing, lightly diluted 
with Monk brandy. The weather is hot ... we 
spotted a garden, beached the boat, and I 
picked 4 ears of com and 3 vine ripened 
tomatoes ... A short tim e later we found a nice 
beach and tied up.

The Board of Supervisors has 
gone along with the recommen­ 
dation 
of 
the 
County 
Agricultural Preserve Advisory 
Committee against giving ap­ 
proval to a proposal to consider 
allowing 
existing 
small 
acreages (as small as 20 acres) 
to qualify for separate county 
agricultural 
preserve 
con­ 
tracts 
The preserve committee had 
received such a request from 
the Santa Ynez Valley General 
Plan Advisory Committee The 
latter group has been intensive­ 
ly seeking to protect Santa 
Ynez Valley agricultural lands 
from being divided up into 
parcels for urbanization, and its 
major program has been to 
seek 
downzoning 
of 
many 
agricultural lands to achieve 
less density in the future 
But 
Walter 
Alves, 
chief 
county appraiser in the asses­ 
sor’s office and new chairman 
of the preserve advisory com­ 
mittee, showed that the com­ 
mittee had turned thumbs down 
to the Santa 
Ynez 
Valley 
group's proposal. 
On Monday, the board went 
along with it, when it adopted 
proposed amendments better 
defining criteria necessary to 
qualify 
for 
agricultural 
preserve status. Present rules 
call for a minimum of 100-acres 
non-prime and 40-acres prime 
for 
separate 
preserves, 
although smaller acres of con­ 
tiguous prime land making 40 
acres or more are admissible, 
along with smaller acreages of 
super-prime 
land 
such 
as 
orchards in land zoned for ex­ 
clusive agricultural use 
At the same time, the super­ 
visors 
adopted 
criteria 
for 
Recreational 
Open 
Space 
Preserves, which will allow 
consideration given for golf 
courses 
that are 
privately 
owned but open for public use. 
Alves said the original basis 
for request for inclusion of 
recreational 
open 
space 
preserves came from the San 
Marcos 9-hole golf course in 
eastern Goleta Valley. Sand­ 
piper and University Village 
golf courses in Goleta Valley 
have also shown interest in the 
program, with Sandpiper filing 
a letter of intent.

ministration is currently in­ 
volved in a “meet and confer’’ 
process as ordered by the 
court on the use of a $1.6 
million 
settlement 
fund 
awarded the district in a law­ 
suit involving impacted school 
monies 
with

California. 
A couple of weeks ago the 
school board of trustees ham­ 
mered out a program for the 
expenditure of part of this 
fund. The emphasis of the 
spending program would be to 
boost 
the 
vocational 
educational programs of the 
district to the tune of nearly 
$350,000. This would include 


such moves as adding auto 
facilities 
to 
Lompoc 
High 
School at a cost of $168,000; 
vocational and career infor­ 
mation centers at the secon­ 
dary schools for $21,000; auto 
fuel and electric equipment 
and supplies at $16,807 and so 
forth. 
The school administration 
has been sitting on this fund 
for quite some time, playing 
banker so to speak, collecting 
high interest. We are happy to 
see that they are finally mov­ 
ing to do something with the 
windfall money although we

to have seen them reduce the 
nearly $2.00 tax increase they

Suspected FBI coverup 


WASHINGTON — In earlier columns, 
we reported that the FBI defied a 
Warren Commission resolution and held 
back internal documents about the John 
F. Kennedy assassination. 
The commissitMi, according to its own 
internal memos, suspected this from the 
beginning 
Early in 1964, for ex­ 
ample. the commis­ 
sion obtained from the 
Justice 
Department 
two FBI memos that 
could not be found in 
the 
c o m m issio n ’s 
files 
Staff attorney 
Charles Shaffer, who 
later was to gain 
national prominence as 
John 
D e a n ’s 
W atergate law yer, 
declared in a confiden­ 
tial memo: 
”I am morally œrtain that neither of 
(the memos) have been transmitted to 
(general counsel J. Lee) Rankin as they 
properly should have been. Accordingly, 
I am disturbed that the Bureau is con­ 
ducting (an) investigation and not fur­ 
nishing us with the results 
“Knowing the Bureau as we do, I 
suggest the matter be informally discus­ 
sed with their representative in contact 
with the Commission In this way. the 
matter can be corrected with the least 
amount of friction” 
Rankin replied in a handwritten scrawl 
that he had “noted and talked” with the 
FBI liaison man about the missing docu­ 
ments on Jan. 14, 1%4 
Nonetheless, 


hundreds of internal m em os were 
withheld from the commission. 
The com m ission attorneys also 
suspected — correctly, it now turns out 
—that the FBI wasn't leveling with them 
about its contacts with the accused as­ 
sassin. Lee Harvey Oswald. 
One of them, Norman Redlich, now 
dean of the New York University Law 
School, discovered a startling omission 
in an FBI summary of the contents of 
Oswald’s notebook The FBI neglected to 
mention that one of its agents, James 
Hosty, was listed in the notebook 
This also disturbed another staff at­ 
torney, Howard Willens, who wrote 
Rankin in the strictest confidence on 
Feb 13. 1964 "I share everyone’s con­ 
cern that this is a matter of great impor­ 
tance” He urged Rankin to demand a 
“full explanation” from the FBI. 
A week later, Rankin wrote sternly to 
the late FBI director J. Edgar Hoover; 
“The Commission would like to be in­ 
formed of the circum stances sur­ 
rounding this omission,” including the 
names of those who ordered it 
An outraged Hoover fired back the 
astonishing explanation that 
Hosty’s 
name was omitted because it wasn’t 
needed by the commission as an in­ 
vestigative lead” 
Added Hoover crisply, if not correctly: 
“This Bureau from the beginning of this 
investigation has developed and reported 
all available and relevant facts and it 
will continue to do so.” 
M eanwhile. D allas County’s big, 
shaggy district attorney, Henry Wade, 
reported to the Warren Commission that

Hoax stories 


It’s trick-or-treat time coming up again 
and if the pattern of recent years is 
repeated, the day after Halloween will 
bring stories of tainted candy allegedly 
being given unsuspecting youngsters 


Last year, of course, there was a 
horrifying incident in Pasadena, Texas 
when a young boy died from eating candy 
laced with cyanide 
Although the boy’s 
own father was later 
convicted of the crime 
and had only used the 
holiday as a cover in 
hopes of getting away 
with murder (and in­ 
surance). for many 
parents the incident 
was proof that there 
are a lot of evil people 
in the world and that 
H a l l o w e e n 
is 
a 
dangerous time for 
their children 


Because of the number of such stories, 
the National Confectioners’ Assn in 1972 
began a program of investigation into 
alleged Halloween poisonings 


In 1972, it investigated 2(X) tainted- 
treat incidents out of 363 reported 
nationally and found that 76 were out­ 
right admitted hoaxes There was not a 
single confirmation of any attempt by an 
adult to harm a child 
In 1973, there were only 67 reported in­ 
cidents and of these. 26 were hoaxes and 
in most of rest, police had no information 
other than the initial complaint and felt 
that further investigation would not be 
justified 
Two of the 1973 cases, however, were 
apparently valid 
Police in Sonoma. 
Caiif , 
evidence of barbiturates in 
a cniid’s candy, but no arrests were 
made. In Philadelphia, police reported 
that a pill was placed in a child’s bag by 
an 80-vear-old woman m “advanced 


stages 01 senility” who was ultimately 
given mental health supervision. 
For Halloween of 1974, the association 
sent questionnaires directly to police 
departments across the country and 114 
departments responded Of these, 580 
rejxirted a total of 90 incidents, of which 
27 were proved to be hoaxes; 22 were 
considered questionable and in 40 in­ 
stances there was no information other 
than the initial complaint and further in­ 
vestigation was not considered justified. 
Significantly, survey forms returned 
by police included such comments as: 
“The kids do it to get attention, but we 
couldn’t get any of them to admit it.” 
To be on the safe side, however, and to 
keep Halloween the happy occasion it is 
supposed to be. parents are encouraged 
to accompany their children, to confine 
trick or treat visits to the immediate 
neighborhood and to permit their 
children to accept only wrapped or 
sealed candv or other treats.

Just call me Bill 


he had heard Oswald was an FBI infor­ 
mant. 
Inside FBI headquarters. Hoover ex­ 
ploded with rage. He scribbled some siz­ 
zling comments about Wade, a former 
FBI undercover agent, in the margins of 
memos which were never shown to the 
commission. 
What he sent to the commission was a 
sworn, detailed affidavit denying that 
Oswald had ever been an FBI informant. 
But this didn’t satisfy one staff attorney, 
Leon D Hubert, Jr., who pointed out in a 
confidential memo: 
“Mr Hoover’s affidavit... covers his 
knowledge, but it can only do that. What 
about an affidavit of the head of the 
security division at headquarters. FBI, 
Washington? He should know who is or 
who is not an informant ... 
“It should be noted that payment in 
money is not the only way to engage an 
informant. I do not think there is any 
chicanery here; but for the sake of a 
perfect record, refuting the rumor, I 
make these comments.” 
Rankin tried to bring the conflict with 
Hoover to a head, as gently as possible, 
on March 26. 1964 Rankin praised the 
FBI chief for being “most cooperative,” 
and then hit him with 30 blockbuster 
questions 
“What was the FBI evaluation of 
Oswald? ... Why did the FBI make three 
attempts within eight days (Oct. 29 to 
Nov 5, 1963) to locate Oswald? ... Were 
any further efforts made between Nov. 5 
and Nov 22 to locate Oswald, and if not, 
why not?” 
Like bombs hitting around a target, the 
questions almost exploded the secrets 
that the FBI has buried for 12 years. But 
Hoover, if he know that Oswald had 
delivered a threatening note to the FBI 
office in Dallas less than a week before 
assassinating President Kennedy, didn’t 
reveal it to the Warren Commission 
“ At the outset,” wrote Hoover, “I wish 
to emphasize that the facts available to 
the FBI concerning Lee Harvey Oswald 
prior to the assassination did not indicate 
in any way that he was or would be a 
threat to President Kennedy . 
“In the absence of any information 
showing Oswald to be a possible threat to 
the President, there was no basis to in­ 
form the Secret Service concerning 
Oswald’s presence or employment in 
Dallas ” 


We have had access at least to some of 
the material that the FBI suppressed. 
We have found nothing that would 
change the official verdict that Oswald, 
acting alone, gunned down President 
Kennedy 


Very soon I will be 50. a datum I do not 
expect will rouse the statisticians or 
revive the fireworks industry. Fifty, and 
left with a problem that keeps... chang­ 
ing, as you grow older. It is, of course, 
the first-name problem. 
My inclinations on the matter have 
always been formal. In part this was a 
matter of inheritance. 
I grew up mistering 
p e o p l e , and d i s ­ 
covered. after I was 
fully grown (if indeed 
that has yet really 
happened) that in con­ 
tinuing to do so, I was 
bucking a trend of 
sorts: 
the obsessive 
egalitarian familiarity 
which approaches a 
raid on one’s privacy. 
So on reaching 30, I 
made a determined ef­ 
fort to resist. Even now, on the television 
program Firing Line, I refer even to 
those guests I know intimately as “Mr. 
Burnham,” or "Governor Reagan,” or 
“Senator Goldwater.” (This rule I simp­ 
ly had to break on introducing Senator 
Buckley, but the departure from the 
habit was stylistically troublesome.) The 
effort. I thought, was worthwhile — a 
small gesture against the convention 
that requires you to refer to Professor 
Mortimer Applegate as “Mort” five 
minutes after you have met. Jack Paar 
would have called Socrates “Soc.” 
I came on two difficulties. The first 
was the public situation in which mister­ 
ing somebody was plainly misunder­ 
stood. Or, if understood at all, taken as 
an act of social condescension. For a 
couple of years I would refer, on his 
program, to “Mr Carson.” In due course 
I discovered that the audience thought I 
was trying to put on an act: Mr. Carson 
does not exist in America. Only Johnny 
does. 
The second problem, as one grows 
older, lies in the creeping suspicion of 
people a little older than oneself that 
your use of the surname is intended to 
accentuate an exiguous age difference. If 
you are 18 and the other man is 28, you 
can. for a while, call him Mr. Jones 
without giving offense. But if you are 40 
and he is 50 and you call him Mr. Jones, 
he is likely to think that you are rubbing 
the fact of his relative senescence. 
The complement of that problem, 
which I fear more than anything except 
rattlesnakes and detente, is trying to be 
One of the Boys. “Just call me Bill,” to 
the roommate of your son at college, is 
in my judgment an odious effort to ef­ 
face a chronological interval as palpable 
as the wrinkles on my face, and the 
maturity of my judgment. 
On the other hand, one has to struggle 
to avoid stuffiness: so I arrived, for a 
while, at the understanding that I was 
Mister to everyone under the age of 21. 
or thereabouts, and only then, cautious­ 
ly. Bill It is a sub-problem how to break 
the habit. Here I made a sub-rule: that I 
would invite younger people to call me 
“Bill” exactly one time. If thereafter 
Berry’s World 


"Charles! You said you and some people in 
Oregon were leaving this planet in a UFO and 
would never return!" 


they persisted in using the surname, well 
that was up to them : a second, redundant 
gesture on my part could be interpreted 
as pleading with them to accept me as an 
archeological equal. 
My bias, on the whole, continued in the 
direction of a tendency to formality, so 
in the last few years I made a deter­ 
mined effort to overcome it, wherein I 
came across my most recent humilia­ 
tion. Mrs. Margaret Thatcher was my 
guest on Firing Line. Rather to my sur­ 
prise, the English being more naturally 
formal than we are, half way through the 
program she suddenly referred to me. 
once, as “Bill” I declined to break my 
Firing Line Rule, and so persisted with 
“Mrs Thatcher” However, the next day 
when we met again at a semi-social func­ 
tion, I braced myself on leaving and said, 
“Good-bye. Margaret.” And, a week 


later writing her a note congratulating 
her on her performance, I addressed it: 
“Dear Margaret.” 


Today I have from her a most pleasant 
reply, about this it that. But it is addres­ 
sed, in her own hand (as is the British 
habit: only the text is typed): “Dear Mr. 
Buckley.” Shocked, I looked back at the 
transcript — only to discover that, on the 
program, she was talking about a “Bill” 
that lay before the House of Commons. 
The trauma has set me back by years, 
and I may even find myself addressing 
“Mr Carson” next time around. 


I suppose, though, that at 50, the 
problem becomes easier in respect of the 
25-year-olds. At 70, it will be easier still. 
Well before then. I hope to be able to ad­ 
dress Margaret, I mean Mrs. Thatcher, 
as Madame Prime Minister.

Another bore 


DURHAM, N C. - (NEA ) - The trou­ 
ble with Terry Sanford, says George 
Wallace, is that “he’ll bore you silly.” 
Quite right His basic decency and ad­ 
mirable public service aside, the one­ 
time North Carolina governor, now can­ 
didate for President, has a drowsy dis­ 
position. 
Forever cloaked in 
business dress, the 
knot of his tie tight 
against his neck, the 
man drones on about 
state 
coordinators, 
travel arrangements, 
brokered conventions 
— the stuff of high 
politics, to be sure, but 
it's ever so dull 
And it’s ever so 
c o m m o n 
in 
this 
benumbed campaign 
for the White House 
Sanford by no means stifles alone. Ex­ 
cepting only Wallace, whose charisma is 
corrupted by his wit. the Democratic 
candidates are a lackluster lot 
Fred Harris, for one. has been 
described as the kind of fellow “who’s 
here today and here tomorrow” As for 
Henry Jackson, the story is the last time 
he spoke in Miami the tide went out and 
wouldn’t return for nearly a month. 
Not that 
the aspirants aren’t in­ 
teresting men in their own right. San­ 
ford. for instance, has several campaign 
pages of credentials, printed, you can be 
sure, with the proper union bug: World 
War II paratrooper, state officer, 
volunteer do-gooder, author of two 
political books, friend to John Kennedy 
and now president of Duke University. 
Impeccable 
And so much for impec­ 
cability. 
Despite it. according to poll^, San­ 
ford’s name is recognized by fewer than 
20 per cent of the American people. His 
support, to now. comes almost entirely 
from political animals like himself; the 
real people resist Terry Sanford’s cam­ 
paign with monotonous regularity. 
Defensively. Sanford says he loses no 
sleep over the popularity issue 
The 
primaries, after all. are seven months 
off. the election fifteen 
No candidate 
has yet caught fire with the public, he in­ 
sists. 
because 
“It’s 
too 
early 
for 
firewatchers.” 
And 
as 
a 
point 
of 
fact, candidates are not now campaign­ 
ing so much for votes as they are for 
organization; thus the insipid quality of 
the entire matter “There’s nothing ex­ 
citing.” Sanford says, “in setting up shop 
in I owa.” 
Yet the early date of this presidential 
race does not alone account for its lack 
of interest in the public .sector The in­ 
ability of candidates to move the masses 
is also obvious 
Even at this most opportune time, 
when a politically sickened nation is 
grasping for something and someone to 
believe in. Sanford and his competitors 
are not rising to the tx'casion Each of 
them condemns the concept of politics as 
usual, but then proceeds to offer politics 
as usual 
Other than Fred Harris’ “guerrilla 
campaign” from the window of a pickup 
truck, the aspirants grind out the old 
propaganda, put the old bite on the af­ 
fluent. and in general conduct their im- 


peccable selves as if the public knew no 
better. 
“Mr Sanford, is your opinion formed 
on all issues?” 
“Yes it is.” 
“Are you prepared to answer any 
question?” 
‘‘Yes. and I can answer any question in 
simple terms.” 
’Then, what would you do about 
nuclear proliferation?” 
“Well” — pause — “that question 
can’t be easily answered.” 


It is of course not difficult to make fun 
here of Terry Sanford, or Fred Harris, or 
Scoop Jackson 
One can take any 
political quote or action and bare its in­ 
consistencies and selfish nature. (San­ 
ford. the bleeding heart liberal, once 
raised the grocery tax of North 
Carolina’s poor in order to give teachers 
who supported his gubernatorial can­ 
didacy a nice salary increase.) But the 
good gray candidates, as ever, invite the 
snickers. 
As have politicos forever, they con­ 
tinue to present themselves as straight 
up. cosmopolitan phenomena. They are 
thus boring because they are obvious, 
and dated Most Americans have out­ 
grown such corn. 


So the campaign drags on. An aide to 
Terry Sanford reminds that a Southern- 
born. one-term governor turned college 
president can never be discounted in 
De moc rat ic politics, 
“ because, 
remember, that’s what Woodrow Wilson 
w as'” 


The mimeograph machines roll. The 
phones ring. The solicitations go out. As 
for the candidate, resting on a chair in 
his $500.000 home, he smiles at his 
faithful wife and reveals: “I’ve been in 
more than 20 states since I announced.” 
After 200 years, we still have 15 
months to go before election.
